not use them to the advantage ot 
many thousands ‘of dollars a year is 
that they have not been pushed o1 
backed up by any of the large comn- 
anies,“and that is the case because 04 
their policy to not introduce a new 
implement until the people demand it 
or their competitors drive them to it 
which may be all right but in this 
instance if they had championed the 
weeder and placed one at each of 
their agencies throughout the dry 
farming stwtes and provinées there 
would have been fifty used to one now 
and much money made for the farm- 
ers, 

Now for the implement itself, there 
are many kinds, and if reports arc 
true there will be meny more in the 
near future as many inventors arc 
working on new kinds consthntly, as 
the farmers are demanding a_ better 
weeder, 

There are blade weeders, barre! 
weeders and the rod weeders, and the 
latter are divided, Some have round 
and some square and some threy 
cornered rods, The blade weeders 
have a flat blade which is drawr 
under the ground, ag is the rod, only 
it cannot rotate. The barrel weeden 
has wires or cables stretched from 
one wheel to another and is driver 
faster than the ground wecels, but ] 
presume 95 per cent of the weeders 
are rod weeders and’the greater per- 
cent of them are the square kind,

test of a machine is the difficult

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IMPROVEMENT OF CANADIAN CONDITIONS 


. . 


The conclusion that the year 1925 marked a decided 
improvement in the economic condition of Canada can 
now be supported by a variety of statistical evidence, the 
figures of foreign trade, bank debits, railway loadings and 
earnings all show an increase over those of the previous 
year. 

The chief source of improvement is to be. found in 
the increased productivity in primary industries of ag- 
riculture, mining and fishing. The total yield of wheat, 
provisionally estimated at 422,327,000 bushels, is the larg- 
est crop in our history compares with 262,000,000 bushels 
last year. There were substantial increases also in the 
coarser grains, The preliminary official estimate places 
the total value of the field crops of 1925-at $1,112,691,000 
as compared with the final estimates for 1924 and 1923 of 
$995,235,900 and $899,26,200 respectively. The increase 
is largely accounted for by the value of the wheat crop 
$466,755,000 which is the largest on record. The crop was 
exceptionally well distributed and with more balanced 
relations between agriculture and the other industries, 
the farming community is in better position to support 
general trade activity than it has been in several years. 

A change for the better has come over the livestock 
industry. Cattle receipts at the leading markets were 
heavier and stockyard returns show a substantial. in- 
crease. There was a keener foreign demand for Canadian 
cattle and the export of animals and animal products both 
in volume and value exceeded those of the previous year. 
~~ Dairying continues to make gratifying progress, 
especially in the middle west. The production of cream- 
ery butter and cheese was larger and is estimated in the 
aggregate to have returned the largest revenue in the 
history of the industry. Exports of butter from Canada 
for the twelve months ended 31st of October, 1925, were 
80,843,735 pounds against 21,315,324 pounds in 1924 and 
12,214,084 in 1923, The fishing industry in the Maritimes 
had an exceptionally good season. A larger number of 
vessels were engaged and the total landed value of the 
catch was substantially in excess of the previous year. 
The total salmon pack of the British Columbia was ap- 
proximately 1,625,000 caises of ail gradés, a little less than 
in 1924 when a record was established. Te sockeye pack 
was slightly larger than last year and the export demand 
stronger. ; 

A great advance has ben made in the mining im- 
dustry both in the development of established fields and 
the discovery of new mineral areas. Gold production for 
1925 reached a record value of $35,768,000. . Lead and 
zine show large increases and the market for these two 
metals has been strong. A marked improvement is also 
noted in the production totals of nickel, copper and co- 
balt. Asbestos production increased but coal-owing ta 
protracted labor troubles showed a loss in tonnage from 
the previous year. The total value of Canada’s mineral 
output in 1925 has oficially estimated at $228,440,000 an 
increase of $18,857,000 over the figures of 1924. 

The lumber industry experienced a rather difficult 
year owing to over production and competition which 
resulted in price concessins. , Shipments from Eastern 
Canada to Europe fell off but British Columbia exporis 
were larger and the domestie~ demand is reported to be 
well above that of last year. 

The pulp and paper industry had a fairly satisfact- 
ory year despite a tendency to lower prices, | Newsprint 
production was well maintained, and for the first time on 
record the output of Canadian mills exceeded that of the 
United States. The total output for the first eleven 
months was 1,313,121 tons, an inerease of 142,469 tons 
over the corresponding months of last year. The ex- 
pansion of the pulp and paper industry in Canada has 
been remarkably rapid. From 1919 to 1924 the capital 
investment increased from $275,767.000 to $459,457,000 
while in the same period the total value of the output ad- 
vanced from $140,186,457 to $223,719,646. - : 

_ The improvement in the business and_ industrial 
situation became more pronounced in the fall and was 
fortified by the general increase in agricultural purchas- 
ing power which gave stimulus-to all activity. The num- 
ber of freight car: loaded, which is the best general index 
to the volume of commodities moving in trade, began to 
improve in the second half of the year and the ladings for 
1925 exceeded those of the previous year both for mer- 
chandise and in the aggregate, : 

The farm machinery industry has emerged from 
the depresion of recent years and both domestic sales and 
exports have been in substantially larger volume. The 
cotton mills have been operating at a higher rate in re- 
cent months and the industry is in a much more favorable 
position with cheaper raw material. The situation in 
the woollen goods industry however continues unsatis- 
factory owing to foreign competition aggravated by de- 
preciated exchanges. Other lines of textiles, including 
reports as to prospects for trade are almost everywhere 
knitted goods and clothing have experienced a revival and 
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Sawn lumber production in Nova 
Scotia during 1925 totalled 300 mil- 
lion feet, according to the provincial 
government statistics. Of this quan- 
tity 175 million feet have been ex- 
ported. 


Canada’s mineral output for 1925 


is estimated at $228,440,000, as com- 
pared with $209,585,406 for 1924. 
The previous record was $227,359,- 
665 in 1920, when metal prices were 
about 385 per cent. higher than in 
1925. he 


There are 4,045,760 acres of home- 
stead lands in Manitoba in a radius 
of 20 miles from railway lines. In 
all there are 25,286 quarter sections, 
or sufficient to settle 20,000 families, 
the bulk of the land being in Eastern 
Manitoba. 


The value of wheat delivered at 
Western Canadian points from Aug- 
ust 1 to December 15, 1925, was 
$338,800,000, representing an aver- | 
age cash return to farmers of over | 
$1,300 per farm. This is a new high 
record and the returns are greater 
for the four and a half months than 
for the entire preceding year. 


According to information at Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Headquarters 
at Montreal, the Canadian curlers |

Scottish Immigrant Aid Society. 
The railway has purchased the land 
and the Scottish Imusigeant Aid 
Society is to secure the iinmigrants. 


According to G. A. Harcourt, 
Secretary of the Soldiers’ Rehabili- 
tation Committee at Montreal, fine 
work has been done in the placing 
of*many returned men in good posi- 
tions. There are still about 800 
returned soldiers, married and living 
in Montreal, who are out of work, 
but many of ‘these will be placed in 
the model city of Arvida, which is 
being constructed by. the Aluminum 
Company of America in the Lake St. 
John district in Quebec,
